The Oonclnsions of the ^ ’ellowstone 
Gold Hnnters—What Others Know 
About it~Gnster's Expedition. 


The Secretary of the Bozeman Expe­ 
dition has written a long account of the 
expedition, detailing its difficulties, 
dangers, dissensions and discoveries, 
from which we extract the following: 
Fasting through the country frem where we struck 
the Little Horn, to Ft. Smith on the Big Horn, we dis­ 
covered gold, at least where we had a chance to 
prospect, in all the tribntaries of both streams, and 
We are all convinced that rich mines exist in that sec­ 
tion of Montana. We have reason to believe that 
pH the r ^ r t s we heard in regard to rich mines in 
the Big Horn Monatidns and on the tribntaries of the 
Tongue and Powder Uvera are trqe. So fully are we 
conoced of the existence of these rich deposits of 
gold in that country that neariy 100 men out of the 
expoditioo; bav« signed themselves to return to the 
Big Hern conntry again thia season, and they will 
start, at the very latest, by the 1st day of September. 
There aré men at Bismarck who have 
been tbroúgh. the countr^ mentioned, 
and who confirm every statement'made 
abovo relating to gold, and there are 
men here who will see that country be­ 
fore snow flies, .or, die in the attempt 
There 18 gold; which, jsome di^ will pay 
to work, within ten" miles of this -vilr 
lage.';lt ís .toünd ht ai^. point in/the 
sahd'along the Little Hajpt, which rises;

As it is well known, the Sibiix are 
uneasy and trouble from them haS been 
threatened for some time. On the 21st 
ult.,400 left the agency at Cheyenne 
and started north, it waS'supposed to 
intercept the Yellowstone Expedition. 
At SUinding Rock they were joined by 
100, and are supposed to haye been 
joined by several hundred more from 
farther south, making their number 
over one thousand. 
Troops were sent out from Rice to 
learn their movements and struck it the 
trail about forty miles west. Returning, 
they reported to Custer who startec 
after them, leaving Lincoln on Sunday 
evening with 450 cavalry, Lt. Carland’s 
company of the 6th Infantry, and fifty 
scouts. They struck the trail of a few 
about eight miles west of the fort, anc 
that of the main body about twelve 
miles west, and followed it in the di­ 
rection of Berthold. 
In passing Lincoln a few of their 
scouts came down within sight, but the 
main body kept on in the direction 
of Berthold, where it is supposed they 
go to attack the Arickarees and Man 
dans, who are their hereditary enemies. 
There are at this agency about 3,000 
.Indians, including women and children; 
but at this time the warriors are sup 
posed to be absent on the chase, and 
those there are reported poorly armed 
while their agent is also away, and un 
less Custer strikes the foe in time they 
will fall an easy prey to the Sioux; but 
Custer will overtake them, and stirring 
news may be expected. His commani 
is good for ten times its number, and if 
he meets them, will probably follow 
them into their reservations, after giv­ 
ing them a severe thrashing; It is to 
protect the defenceless ones at Berthok 
that Custer now follows their track. 


LATER. 
Since the above was in type, Gen. 
Custer has returned after an 80 mile 
ride, and reports that he only found 
traces of straggling parties of Indians. 
The main body is supposed to have gone 
to the Black Hills where the Indisns 
are believed to be concentrating. 


River News. 
The River is very high, at least 9 feet 
above low water mark. Where a month 
ago, it was about 250 yards wide, now 
it is a thousand. The water is covered 
with foam, and the current is rushing 
by at the rate of seven miles an hour, 
catting away the left bank very rapidly. 
The Fontanelle made the trip from Bis­ 
marck to Benton and return, in 27 days, 
stopping over at Benton two days. She 
made the trip down in six days, loosing 
because of wind, 20 hours of daylight, 
arriving at Bismarck on the 29th. On 
the 23d she met the Western, which is 
.how hourly expected to arriye at this 
port, three miles ‘below Cow Island. 
She met the May Lowry 25 miles below 
Milk River, and the Nellie Peck near 
Lamberts, the Josephine below Spread 
Eagle, the Key West at Scott’s, and the 
Stockdale on the 28th, above the mouth 
of the Little Missouri. She brought 
30 tons of silver ore from Carroll. 
’ The Fontanelle is commanded by 
Capt. Clark, one of the oldest and best 
captains on the Missouri Riverj has re­ 
cently been wholly re-built, and is now 
210 feet in length, 50 feet longer than 
formerly, and is one of the best boats on 
the river, light draft, roomy, neat, aó4 
fast. She mado the trip from St; Louis 
to Benton, 3,2,25» miles, in '46 days run­ 
ning time. Tliiis boat will leave for Fort 
Peck, Saturday.

While at Stephenson their boat got 
away and floated down the river, and 
was found at Johnson’s wood yard, Sat­ 
urday. Of the papers found in it, the 
agreement between Vernon and mem­ 
bers of the Expedition, was left at thi^ 
office, where it now remains.

for an appeal. Should an appeal be 
taken the case is liable to continue in 
the courts for years. 
The Mankato 
case which has been alluded to in other 
articles in connection with this townsite 
matter, was determined two weeks ago, 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States after thirteen years' litigation. 
Those who are prosecuting the case 
for the Townsite Company do not be­ 
lieve the title can be obtained except in 
the manner they are trying to obtain it. 
So thorougly impressed are they with 
this idea that they havo determined to 
obtain title in that way, or await the 
determination of the courts. And the 
Northern Pacific railway officials, and 
their attorneys, sustain them in this 
course, 
Though we have had reason to hope 
that the matter would be brought to a 
speedy termination the fact remains 
that in case the railroad company do 
not see the way clear to a speedy ter­ 
mination of this contest, they will lay 
out a townsite on their own lands and 
sell, lots where title can be given, leaving 
the Puget, Sound,Company and the con­ 
testants to fight it out, as relates to the 
preaent loeation^¡ at;t,heir 1 sisure.

Fqi‘ the purpose of doing substantial justice to one 
■of the oldest and most Respectable citizens of Burleigh 
•County, I am about to crave a little space in your 
columns for that purpose. 
As you doubtless very well remember, on or about 
the 16th day of last March, a most unfortunate shoot­ 
ing affair took place in our town, in which J. H. Rich­ 
ards, the paity above referred to, was compelled to act 
a conspicuous part. 
Although it 18 evident to every man, woman and 
child in .Bismarck that Mr. Richards was. perfectly 
justifiable in the course he was compelled to pursue at 
that lime, yet I have thought oroper to re-introduce 
the affair, inasmuch as there are those near and dear 
to the Mdd party, and far away, who might not so. 
readily and thoroughly understand the matter. 
• At the time already referred to, as Mr. Richards 
and another highly respectable citizen of our town, 
were walking down Main Street and making their way 
to a place of business known as the “ Exchange,” they 
were most grossly insulted by three young men whose 
chief impetus was bad whbi:ey and a desire to do 
something akin to therofs of the dosperado. 
|M r . Richards’ companion, after the insult had been 
twice repeated, and acting as any gentleman ought te 
under the eircumstaces, knocked one of the parties 
down, after which he and Idr. Richards pursued 
their way to the aforesMd “ Exchange.” In a few 
minute» after their arrival, there appeared in front 
of the building the said misguided young men, each 
armed with a revolving pistol. Without any provo­ 
cation, without the least intimation of their murder­ 
ous deagns they diaekarged a volley of leaden hall 
Into the said buIltUng and at its inmatei. The shoot- 
> ing contlnaing by the yonng desperadoes, and BIr.
